the Republican party in the state 50,- 
000 votes at tjie next election if it be- 
came a law. He is by no means alone 
in this belief, even among Republicans. 


If the bill is enacted no municipal 


or township elections will be held in 
this state next April and all local offi- 
cers "will hold over. All elections will 
in future come on the same day in No 
vember and the people of Ohio will 
never again be able to devote one day 
to voting exclusively for local candi- 
dates and for the consideration exclu- 
sively of local issues.

cans think that by thus confounding 
state and municipal elections they can

perpetuate the Republican machine in 
cities like Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
Columbus. For this purpose they are 
prepared to.sacrifice not only the in- 
terests of these centers of population, 
but the welfare of the townships as 
well: for rhe rural• districts

cities. 


The practical operation of the bill 


will result in the 
publication of so 


many names en s» many tickets o: 
the official ballot that r.o man living 
will be able to examine the ballot and 
vote intelligently -within' the reason- 
able time which a citizen is expected 
to spend in the election booth.

Smith fail- 
ed to drill any wells during the year 
or to pay the amount agreed, upon and 
refused to comply with the terms of 
the lease, and Parks1 brought his suit 
to recover for the whole amount due 
for the year. The lease ran for five 
years without the right of forfeiture on 
the part of Smith, and Parks expects 
to begin suit against him for each fu- 
ture installment as scon as it matures 
Judge J. M. Swartz is attorney for 
Parks.
